Pius XI, the first pontiff to emerge

OTTAWA, Ont., July 25—Several 
hundred trainees, British unemployed 
trained in British farm centres for 
work In Canada, are being held back 
in London because of the poor crop 
prospects in Western Canada, They 
are all trained up and no place to go 

By arrangement between the British 
ministery of labor and the Canadian 
government, Canada agreed to accept 
British workers for farm relief in Can- 
ada, provided they were given prelim 
inary training in agriculture and pro- 
ved {fitted for farm work.

ANOTHER “INVASION” 

A British automobile manufacturer is 
to invade the Canadian market. But he 
is going to do it from a factory at Butler, 
Pennsylvania; unless the tariff is changed 
so as to compel him to make machines in 
Canada for sale in Canada. In the present 
temper of the Canadian people he may 
about as well get ready to start a 
Canadian factory at an early date, The 
people of the Dominion are getting very 
tired of these ‘invasions’ from the south, 
for which the United States refuses to 
make any compensating concessions to 
Canadian manufactured goods or farm 
products. 


TAKE NO CHANCES 

Apparently the Wainwright fire start- 
ed in circumstances which would not or- 
dinarily have produced a serious confla- 
gration. Most fires start that way. It 
was the wind that turned a small back- 
yard blaze into a devouring monster, de- 
spite all that could be done to check it. 
Fighters can extinguish a fire, but they 
cannot cope with a fire-filled wind. 

The moral is plain for people of other 
towns and cities. Hdmonton and Alberta 
towns generally have been lucky thus far 
in an unusually dry and unusually windy 
summer. The conditions for town-burn- 
ing have been almost ideal on many oc- 
casions during the last three months. This 
is one season when nobody should take 
chances with fire. 


A GOOD IMITATION 


Britain and parts of continental Europe 
are suffering from heat and drouth. So 
are the central western wheat - growing 
states, and the Pacific states from Calif- 
ornia to Washington, Crop reports 
indicate that more or less similar con- 
ditions prevailed in the southern hemi- 
sphere during the summer season there. 
Where, by the way, are the chaps who 
told us two or three months ago that 
this was to be the long-foretold “year 
without a summer” in western Canada? 
If it isn’t really summer that we are 
getting in this part of the west just now, 
it is a sufficiently sizzling representation 
of it to satisfy anybody but a climato- 
logical precisionist or a Texas horned toad, 


COMPENSATION IN PRICE 


The wheat pool is to make a down 
payment of one dollar a bushel on this 
season's grain. For the past year the 
down payment has been 85 cents. The 
management is evidently confident that 
prices will rule higher through the coming 
twelve months than in the last. That 
seems to be in line with the expectations 
of grain interests generally, and with the 
tenor of crop reports from all parts of the 
world, 

If these expectations are realized, the 
better price will go a long way to off-set 
the short crop that will be reaped in the 
Canadian west, a very long way should the 
weather continue warm and dry, as it has 
been all summer. A half crop of high 
grade grain sold at high prices may easily 
net the farmer more money than a bumper 
yield of inferior grain marketed against 
an enormous world crop. And in farming, 
as in any other businéss, it is the net 
profit, not the bulk receipts, that is 
important. 


CALLING ON THE LEAGUE 
The Nanking authorities announce 
that they will appeal to the League of 
Nations, should Russia force war upon 
them in defiance of the Kellogg pact. 
That is in keeping with their eleventh- 
hour appeal to Moscow for a conference 
on the matter in dispute. If the Chinese 
Government has dealt unfairly with 
Russian interests in the Chinese Eastern 
railway, they are at least keeping strictly 
to the standards of conduct prescribed in

Concerning Psycho-Analysis 


A friend of mine sent you a ques- 
tion asking your comment on the 
methods of a psychoanalyst. I can 
understand why you could not reply 
in your column, as it involved a 
criticism of a practitioner. But 
would you give your opinion of psy- 
cho-analysis as a method of treating 
fears and complexes and maladjust- 
ments and general misery? 

SINCERE INQUIRER. 
Reply 

Even in answering the general 
question one must speak cautiously. 
There is a strong tendency whenever 
. a new method of 
treatment becomes 
popular, to make a 


cult of it instead 
of a science and an 
art That: is the 
danger of a pan- 
acea complex, Be- 
cause a method is 
good in some cases 


it is too readily 

concluded that it 
Joseph Jastrow is good in all, 
The entire clinical evidence of 
benefit received depends upon the 
patient's verdict: if he says he ts re- 
lieved, we may (for the time at 
least) accept his word for it The 
psycho-analytic technique» may have 


supplied just the needed stimulus to 
enable him to get control of trouble- 
some symptoms by way of talking 
about them. The method began with 
the treatment of hysteria, and hys- 
lerical complaints are particularly 
Subject to suggestion. 

The analyst may find what he ts 
looking for. If he is convinced that 
sex-repression, or a mother-fixation, 
or a father-antagonism, or an in- 
feriority feeling is at the basis of 
most neuroses, he is quite too apt to 
find them or even to create them 
In so many Instances the deviation 
from the normal are so slight that 
there is danger of intensifying them 
by making too much of them, If not 
the majority, then a fair minority of

This 
fact reacts upon the psycho-analyst, 
If the patient ig more complex, not 
to say more worldy wise and intelll- 
gent than the psycho-analyst, no 
amount of knowledge of a technique 
will help him. Many a patient does 
a better bit of analysis than the pro- 
fessional. He may lJeaw him with 
disgust that the practitioner should 
presume to advise with profesional 
authority on matters which are far 
more essentially and intimately per- 
sonal, 

It takes extraordinary human 
equipment to be a competent psycho- 
analyst. Only a superman could act 
in that capacity to high-grade com- 
plex patients, Just mildly complex 
patients can be treated by any equal- 
ly understanding psycho- analyst who 
has wisdom enough to adjust his 
technique to the patient and ts not a 
slave to it. Simply constituted pat- 
fents can be analyzed in an hour if 
they are communicative, and in an- 
other hour when the inhibitions have 
been relieved, to use the same tech- 
nique for all is like preparing a pat- 
lent for the removal of a splinter as 
you would for removing his appen- 
dix 

Briefly, the potential harm of a 
psycho-analytic treatment is enor- 
mous because it needs to be so deli- 
actely adjusted to tht personality of 
the patient and will fail if it Isn't, 
With this precaution there ts still a 
grave question as to the varieties of

IN NORTH 
FULL OF ROMANCE 

Mr. Welhl’s life in the farthest north 
is replete with romance and despite his 
long residence in Arctic regions and 
his prolonged association with prim- 
itive conditions, retains a youthful 
vigor and enthusiasm lacking in many 
men years his junior and reared with 
all the comforts and conveniences o! 
modern life. 

In 1891, Mr. Welhl, a German by 
birth, felt the urge to roam, and havy- 
ing a tendency to follow the sea set 
out for the Arctic. Finally he located 
on the New Siberian Islands and un- 
til this year remained there. 

A desire to visit old scenes; old 
friends and the Fatherland, prompted 
him to return through Russia te 
Czecho-Slovakia and after spending 
several months there decided to return 
to the Arctic by way of Canada. 

He landed at Halifax on te West- 
phalia of the Hamburg-American line 
on July 7, and by stages came west, 
arriving here late Wednesday. 

On arrival at Aklavik he will take 
a boat to Herschel Island and make 
the remainder of the trip by a whaler, 
Spending at least 13 days in the Arctic 
Ocean on the way. His post is 7,000 
miles from this city. 

On the Islands he has a trading 
post, dealing in furs, merchandise and 
fish. 

He js a police magistrate, Eskimo 
Chief and judge of the court. 

Mr. Welh! is of the opinion that in 
the far north of Canada there is, un- 
told mineral wealth and vast deposits 
of gold which only require adequate 
transportation facilities to become one 
of the nation’s most valuable re- 


sources, 
Finds Odd Tribe 

He was with the Captain Tamarak 
expedition that discovered the 
Robuyuraken tribe of Eskimos, a tribe 
of which the tallest men are about 
four feet in height and the women 
three feet. The weight of the men is 
said to be about 35 pounds; the wo- 
men 30, and newly born babies aver- 
aging one and one half pounds, There 
is a belief among the Eskimos tut 
this tribe, by some means, got trans- 
ferred to this earth from Mars, Mr 
Welhl gave this belief for what it war 
worth and said there was no way of 
establishing it, 

He ajJso was with Eskimo Naan-Ko 
in April, 1904, when what is claimed 
is the largest meteor stone ever found 
in the north was located. It is 1,260 
feet in circumference, weighed 500,000 
tons and fell on an iceberg, making a 
huge indentation. 

Hale and hearty Mr. Welhl looks 
forward to another 37 years among his 
northern friends and after spending a 
happy day with Max Drab, local repre- 
sentative of the Hamburg-American 
line, he declared himself ready for 
the next stage of his long trip.

IS REPORTED 


Workmen’s Compensation 
Board Kept Busy With 


Claims 

An increase of 959 accidents for the 
first six months of this year has been 
recorded at the local offices of the 
Workmen's Compensation Board 
the corresponding period of last year 
according to figures released by Alex 
Ross, commissioner of the board on 
Thursday morning. The number of 
accidents reported during the 1929 
period being 6,914, while in 1928 the 
number was 5,955. An increase of 
five in the number of fatal accidents is 
also reported, the figure for the 192¢ 
period being 37 against 32 in the 192¢ 
period 

Officials of the Board state that the 
increase in accidents is due to the 
fact that there are a larger number 
of members insured under the act, the 
Railway Workers being brought in this 
year, while it is estimated that there 
lo 40 per cent more industrial activity 
this year than last 5 

The total amount of compensation 
paid during the first six months of 
this year was $272,830, as against 
$239,729 for the same period in 1928 
being an increase of $33,101 ‘The 
sum of $220,852 was transferred t 
the pension fund to take care of per- 
manent disability and fatal accident 
cases, While $135,815 was paid out by 
the board for medical and hospital 
treatment, The correspondiiig figures | P 
of last year were: transferred to the 
pension fund, $205,528; and paid out | W 
for medical and hospital treatment, | ° 
$105,472.
